GENERAL ORDINANCE NO. G-_ 


AN ORDINANCE amending General 
Ordinance No. G-97 by authorizing 
the vacation of certain streets, 
easements and subdivision. 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE CITY 
OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. Petition for the vacation of certain streets, 
easements and subdivision having been filed with the Fort Wayne 
City Plan Commission on September 17, 1976, all in accordance with 
Section 44, Chapter 174, of the Acts of the General Assembly of 
the State of Indiana, as amended by Section 3, Chapter 385, of the 
Acts of 1963 of the General Assembly of the State of Indiana (Burns 
Ind. Stat., 1974 Replacement, Sec. 53-744), the Thoroughfare Plan 
as set forth in General Ordinance No. G-97 adopted by the Common 
Council of the City of Fort Wayne on November 26, 1963, is amended 
by deleting the following streets, easements and subdivision, 
to-wit: 

Lots numbered 247 through 276, lots numbered 298 
through 343 and adjoining streets in SPRINGWOOD 
SECTION II as recorded in Plat Book 30, Page 73, and 
more particularly described as follows: 

Beginning at the Northwest corner of lot numbered 
245 in SPRINGWOOD SECTION II and on the West line of 
the Northeast Quarter of Section 13, T 31 N, R 12E; 
thence N 02° 19' 21" W along said West line of the NE 
1/4, 840.77 feet; thence N 87° 40'35" Ev 1923.12 feet 
to the Northerly R/W line of 1-69; thence on a chord 
bearing S 53° 12' 46'Wfor a curve with a radius of 
8,494.37 feet along the Northerly line of 1-69, 

1152.29 feet to the Southeast corner of lot numbered 
344 in SPRINGWOOD SECTION II; thence N 32° 57'47" W, 
along the Easterly line of said lot 344, 190 feet; 
thence S 57° 07' 10" W, 23.98 feet, thence N 31° 50'

this Ordinance, of the recommendation of the Fort Wayne City 
Plan Commission, and of the action of the Mayor, shall be 
transmitted by the City Clerk to the Board of Public Works of the 
City of Fort Wayne, Indiana. 


SECTION 3. This Ordinance shall be in full force and 


effect from and after its passage, approval by the Mayor and 
legal publication thereof.

3. Existing lot sizes are too small for the current market. 

4. The Petitioners have filed with the Allen Circuit Court a 
request for said vacation and on August 31, 1976 Judge Busse granted 


said vacation. 


Your Petitioners file this Petition pursuant to the authority- 
granted in Burns Indiana Statutes Annotated, Section 53-744, in order 
to complete the vacation as above described. 

WHEREFORE, your Petitioners pray that the above described Part of 
Plat be vacated according to the provisions of the Indiana Law pertaining 
thereto.
